Our Climate. 



According to that extraordinary individual 
" tho oldest inhabitant," we are enjoying finer 
weather this autumn than was ever before 
known in this latitude. There has been 
very liltle rain, in comparison with the last 
two autumns; but little frost; and, as yet, 
snow we have had none. Oulyono or two 
blows that could be called storms have oc- 
curred during the fall. It is a subject of 
common remark that the weather is beauti- 
ful and the climate delightful. The clear 
blue sky, and fine bracing atmosphere of 
the last few weeks could not be excelled 
anywhere; certainly not in any place on 
this coast with which wo are conversant. 
What strikes us,, therefore, as very curious 
ia the picture of our climate drawn by a 
correspondent of the San Francisco Bulletin, 
under date of Nov. lOtli. Ho represents the 
climate as "horrid," or to use his own 
words: "The horrid winters of these lati- 
tudes is upon us, and it is enough to give 
one the blues to think upon it. Just ima- 
gine long months of snow, rain, ice, and 
any quantity of piercing winds, and you 
have a Victoria winter " " Winter is ou us 
fairly; there is rain all the time, ami mud 
knee-dcep." Here where there lias been so 
much mutual congratulation respecting the 
fine weather this season, it is unnecessary 
for us to state that the Bulletin's correspon- 
dent has overdrawn the picture. Were such 
highly imaginative and rhetorical displays 
not calculated to injure lis abroad, we would 
let the " horrid winter'' pass unnoticed. We 
feel always flattered and consider our Cali- 
fornia exchanges have placed us under ob- 
ligations when they represent us fairly and 
correctly. Hut such wholesale denuncia- 1 
tions of our climate, merit- a contradiction. 

Instead of being subject to "long winter 
months of ice and snowy'' wo have not bad 
six weeks' frost du.ing each of the last two 
winters ; not a month's ice.and certainly not 
a fortnights' snow. The month of December 
in 1858and o9 was our winter, which differs 
materiallyfrom the description sent abroad of 
" long mouths of rain, .-now and ice'' by the 
Bulletin's correspondent. During our rainy 
■eason considerable rain falls ; but with 
more comfortable houses, and better streets, 
the quantity of rain will be scarcely noticed. 

So far as mud is concerned, we certainly 
have had muddy streets, but at no lime has 
the depth of the mud ever equalled what is 
common iu the mining towns of California, 
or even in Sacramento, till plank streets re- 
moved it. .Muddy streets are accidents of 
every new country, and Victoria is not an 
exception But that even is rapidly dis- 
appearing, as our main thoroughfares are 
boing now macadamized. 

The "horrid winters of these latitudes" 
wo consider a myth. There never was but 
one MO winter in California ; '52.3 in the 
opinion of old miners was nothing to it. So 
it is hero. The winter of '58-9 was a dread- 
ful winter. But lite truth is simply, that 
those who continued here wero not prepared 
for tho climate with comfortable houses. 
Had they lived iu anything but sheds, less 
complaint would have ooeurred as regards 
OUr Winters, Wo predict that the last "of 

the horrid Winters of those latitudes " have 
passed, no more lo return. Wo find tho 
miners refuse to leave the mines in such 
numbers as on former autumns. Thu reason 
is plain enough. House comforts dispel 
whatever there is disagreeable In tho climate. 

If any one thing more than another were 
necessary to disprove tho idea that wo havo 
" horrid winters," it is found in tho fact that 
our farmers never house their cattle. Horses, 
cows, QXen, sheep, and hogs, find their liv- 
ing the y«M round iu the open country. 
Were there months of snow and ice, quite a 
different c.usloin would obtain. The prac- 
tice of not housing slock hero, owing to tho 
mildness of the winter weather, has always 
induced us to rank our climate iih nn «lo- 
ment It) the capital ol the country. It is a 
gloat saving indeed foi it farmer tO live iu B 
olim&to whoro labor is not necofMury to 



provide fodder lor stock during winter. 
Such a climate we have, and to that we 
invite the miner and agricultaiist from" 
abroad. 

The Gunpowder Magazine. 

Our citizens all know that there is situated 
within the Fort yard, a gunpowder magazine. 
This magazine was presented by the last 
grnnd jury, and Chief Juatico Cameron 
promised to' bring the presentment to the 
notico of tho proper parties — the Hudson 
Bay Company. Whether ho has done so, 
wo are nut informed ; but seeing that the 
magazine and its deadly contents remain un- 
disturbed, we presume that if he has called 
tho attention of tho Company to tho finding 
of the jury, they havo concluded to give it 
no heed. We yesterday visited the maga- 
zine : it is situated within tho pickets, and is 
on a line with View street, near which it 
stands, if Langley street was continued 
twenty-five feet from, the point of its present 
termination, thcinagaztn • would occupy the 
centre of the thoroughfare. The building 
is 25 feet square, by 20 feet higl> ; eight feet 
of tho wall is built of granite, in a substantial 
manner, and the remaining twelvo feet is 
composed of brick, which at the apex is 
arched similar to a baker's oven. The only 
door to the building is a stro.ig iron one. 
facing south- There nre no windows ; iu tho 
walls are eig t air-holes — two in each side 
aud end. The brisk work is cemented, and 
tho building seems to have been substantially 
constructed, the whole affair surmounted by 
a wooden shed— whether lor security against 
tire or weather, we are not informed. Near 
the magazine we observed several oil barrels 
and boxes lying carelessly around on the 
ground— very convenient agents with which 
to make a blaze with a view to a subsequent 
explosion. A few feet to the east of the 
magazine, stands the old store-house, which 
that" enterprising theatrical manager, Mr. 
J. II. Robinson, is converting into a theatre. 
At the side of tho theatre, are a large num- 
ber of old oil and water barrels— say 150. 
What position the powder magazine would 
lake in case of a fire at the theatre, we cannot 
say; it would probably remain where it is, 
but there is a possibility that it might go up; 
in which event, at least one half of the popu- 
lation of this town would follow its example 
rrnd go Uj) loo. And while a possibility ex- 
ists of any such disaster, it is the duty of 
every good citizen to use his influence and 
make himself heard in favor of the immediate 
removal of the magazine. The Chief Engi- 
neer of the Fire Department, in a late com- 
munication lo His Excellency, Governor 
Douglas, took strong grounds against its be- 
ing continued in it.- proscnt dangerous posi- 
tion, and advised its speedy removal. 

The question has been debated in the 
House of Assembly, and Mr. Cary o i Mon- 
day intr idnccd a bill luitlmrixing the G -v- 
ernor lo grant n monopoly fur storing gun- 
powder for a term of yours to private parlies. 
This would answer very well; hut two 
months may olapse before the new store- 
house 18 completed : and during that time 
the mi-chief might all he ,1 .i.e. The citi- 
zens want the magazine removed at once to 
some safe place. Dilly-dullyingon the part of 
the government will only make tin- pooplo 
still mure uneasy, and add to the present 
alarm. If anything is to be done, let it be 
,],„,,. n ow — in order that every citizen may 
dice more feel that the lives of himself and 
famitly, and his property are secure against 
e\en the possibility of injury from an explo- 
sion ofgunpowder. The Hudson Bay Com- 
pany should be treated the same as any other 
merchants, and no moro consideration should 
be allowed them than is offered private indi- 
viduals. They should he ordered to remove the 
dangerous commodity at once.
